WITNESS GUIDELINES 



VICTIM'S RIGHTS 



1 . Always tell tbe trutb. 



Victims of Crime are entitled 
to the following basic rights: 



2. Be prepared to tell wbat bappened, but 
don't try to memorize your testimony. 



3. Listen carefully to tbe question and 
tbink before answering, if you don't 
understand tbe question, ask for it to 
be repeated or explained. 



4. Do not guess, if you don't understand 
tbe question, ask for it to be repeated 
or explained. 



5. Speak loudly and clearly. 



6. Look at tbe person asking tbe questions 
wbile you are testifying. 



7. Stop speaking if tbe Judge interrupts 
or if an attorney objects to a question. 



8. Be courteous. Don't argue witb an attorney, 
even if be/sbe acts discourteously or 
offensively. 



9- Dress neatly and appropriately. 



10. Stay calm. 



To be treated witb dignity and respect. 

^To be assisted by criminal justice agencies. 

^t" To be informed about tbe criminal justice 
system. 

^JP* Whenever practicable, to be notified of 
plea agreements, and tbe rigbt to comment 
on tbem. 

'^tr* Whenever practicable, to be notified of 
all judicial proceedings, including time 
and place of trial. 

^jt~ Whenever practicable, to be notified 

of the proposed dismissal or filing of a 
complaint, information, or indictment 
before tbe action is taken. 

"^1? To have input at sentencing. 

^£r" To request restitution. 

^jtr* To request compensation from the 

Victim Compensation Board for un- 
reimbursed medical and medically 
related expenses for victims of violent 
crimes upon request to the Department 
of Corrections. 

^Tobe notified of defendant's release from 
institutional confinement in all felony 
cases. 

^3f" To be provided with a pamphlet 
containing certain statutes which 
pertain to victim's rights.
